2. Claims 1-9 are pending. Claims 1, 5 and 7 are independent claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent claims 
1, 5 and 7, when considered as a whole, are allowable over the prior art of record. Specifically, 
prior art of record fail to clearly teach or fairly suggest the combination of following limitations: 
• The script text acquisition means determines whether the selected script text is an 
Extensible Markup Language (XML) text or a Synchronized Multimedia Integration 
Language (SMIL) text, perform an error process if the selected script text is not an XML 
text or an SMIL text, and cuts and divides the selected script text into a part defining the 
layout of the display and a part defining the display of the visual media information if the 
selected script text is an SMIL text; 

The dependent claims further add limitations to the allowable subject matter of the 
corresponding independent claims; thus are also allowable.
